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“Yours aye,” 
the meaning! 

What does the phrase “Yours 
Aye” mean? 

According to the Scottish 
Dictionary, the word “aye” has 
three meanings which are, list- 
ed in order: 1) always, ever, 
continually, on all occasions; 
2) still, all the same; and 3) 
ever afterwards, henceforward. 
I have seen the phrase “yours 
aye”? used most often at the 
conclusion of a letter in the 
place of “sincerely yours.” 

The simple answer to this 
question in this context is that 
“yours aye” is intended to be 
translated “yours always.” 

However, depending on the 
author of the letter, the aye 
could mean any of the alternate 
meanings. An author who is 


‘writing after a long period of 


absence could use the phrase to 
mean “yours still”” In most 
cases, the third meaning of aye 
is used with Scottish legal or 
governmental type of docu- 
ments. For example, were the 
government to rename a street, 
they would probably pass a 
resolution that would include: 
“...which shall aye be known 
as...” meaning “which shall 
henceforward and ever after- 
wards be known as.”

The Congressional Record, April 
7, 1997 -- Mr. Lott, Mr. President, 
as a result of the recent recess of 
the US Senate, I did not get the 
opportunity to come to the Senate 
floor and recognize Sunday, April 
6, 1997, as Tartan Day. This day is 
set aside to honor the millions of 
Scottish-Americans who have 
made outstanding contributions to 
our great country 

This date has a special signifi- 
cance for all those of Scottish heri- 
tage. It is the 677th anniversary of 
the Declaration of Arboreta -- the 
Scottish Declaration of 
Independence which was signed on 
April 6, 1320. 

This declaration of independence 
includes these inspirational lines: 
“We fight not for glory, nor riches, 
nor honors, but for freedom alone, 
which no good man ‘gives up, 
except with his life.” Mr. President, 
Scottish-Americans have left their 
mark as pioneers and innovators in 
the fields of science, technology, 
medicine, government, politics, 
economics, architecture, literature, 
the media, and the visual and per- 
forming arts. Their contributions to 
the history and development of the 
United States are invaluable. Some 
of these great past and present 
Scottish-Americans include: Neil 
Armstrong, Alexander Graham 
Bell, Andrew Carnegie, Julia Child,

The Fiery Cross: 
Its origins 

When a chieftain wished to sum- 
mon his clan on any sudden or 
important emergency, he killed a 
goat. Making a cross of light 
wood, he burned the goat’s 
extremities in the fire and then 
extinguished the flames in the ani- 
mal’s blood. 

This was called “The Fiery 
Cross,” also “Creau Toigh,” or 
“Cross of Shame,” because disobe- 
dience to what the symbol implied 
inferred infamy. 

The cross was transferred from 
hand to hand, and sped through the 
chief’s territories with incredible 
velocity. At the sight of The Fiery 
Cross, every man from 16 to 60 
was obliged to repair at once to the 
appointed place of meeting. 


Mr. President, almost 11 percent 
of all the Nobel Prizes awarded 
have gone to people of Scottish 
ancestry. 

Mr. President, tartan provides an 
instant recognition of a family and 
its kinship. 

By recognizing Tartan Day we 
are commemorating all that is best 
in Scottish heritage. I believe it is 
important for the Senate to pause, 
even if it is belated, and to recog- 
nize Tartan Day. I firmly believe it 
will further emphasize the many 
Scottish contributions to the growth 
and development of the United 
States. 

Mr. President. As I look around 
the Senate Chamber, I see many 
who can claim Scottish ancestry. I 
see my colleague and friend, John 
McCain. His family ancestry and 
my mother’s actually goes back to 
four Scottish families who migrated 
to Carroll County, MS, back in the 
1830s. I see others in the Chamber 
-- Judd Gregg and Kay Bailey 
Hutchison, and there are many 
more. Every day the Scottish in 
this Chamber live by the words in 
the Declaration of Arboreta that I 
quoted -- they are here to advance 
freedom. 

Mr. President., when our Nation 
was founded, almost half of the 
signers of America’s Declaration of 
Independence were of Scottish 
descent.

1880 Census may be 
Proof of age 

Social Security was 
inaugurated in 1935. Since 
births were not generally 
required to be recorded prior to 
. the early 1900s (almost 
everywhere in the US), it was 
determined that the 1880 
census could be used as proof

of age. Since persons born 
before 1870 were over 65 in 
1935 and thus not eligible to 
sign up for Social Security. 
The soundex created for the 
1880 census was deliberately 
limited to those families who 
had children age 10 or under. 
Thus persons born after 1870 
and before 1880 could use the 
census record as proof of their 
age.

Georgia became a state under 
the Constitution of 1777. Under 
this Constitution there were 
eight counties which came into 
existence. The counties of 
Wilkes, Richmond, Burke, 
Effingham, Chatham, Liberty, 
Glynn, and Camden were creat- 
ed by the Article IV of the first 
constitution for the state of 
Georgia. By 1790 the state con- 
sisted of 11 counties, but by 
1800 the number had, over dou- 
bled to the number of twenty- 
four counties. All of these coun- 
ties were east of the Oconee 
River or running down the 
Atlantic coast. They were all 
headright counties. So, the land 
history of an ancestor may be 
hard to trace. 

A headright county is a coun- 
ty northeastward of the 
Appalachee Oconee and 
Altamaha Rivers as well as 
original Glynn and Camden 
counties, according to Farris W 
Cadle in Georgia’ Land 
Surveying History and Law. 
Hall’s Map of Georgia is one of 
the best sources to discern the 
difference between the hea- 
dright and land lottery methods 
of distributing land. 

The coastal counties as well 
as the Savannah River counties 
of Georgia were the earlier 
counties of the state. Much of 
that area had existed as Parishes 


in colonial Georgia. By 1800 
three classes of people were 
along the coastal area of 
Georgia, the wealthy, the poor, 
and the slaves. The population 
was growing. Many people 
were arriving in the state which 
came into existence in 1733 as 
the thirteenth English colony in 
America. 

By 1790 the Chatham County 
population consisted of 2500 
white people and 8,200 black 
people. It had at that time the 
only Episcopalian Church in 
Georgia. Also, there was one 
Presbyterian Church in the 
county. The county has original- 
ly been part of the Parish of 
Christ Church and the Parish of 
St. Philip after the Creek ses- 
sion of May 20, 1733. It con- 
sisted of 441 square miles. 

Effingham County, created in 
February 1777, was the upper 
part of St. Mathews Parish and 
the Parish of St. Philip. It was 
settled by 78 Germans who 
came with Oglethorpe in 1733. 
They were Austrian Protestants 
who had been exiled temporari- 
ly in Germany. So, they were 
glad to come to America. By 
1754 a new group of German 
Lutherans, not Salzburgers, set- 
tled five miles north of 
Ebenezer. They came to the 
colony with Captain DeBrahm. 
They are known for the settle- 
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ment of Bethany in Screven 
County. The Effingham people 
were divided during the 
American Revolution between 
the Tories and the Patriots. By 
1790 there were approximately 
2,420 people located in 
Effingham, and 750 were 
slaves. By 1830 the population 
had only increased by 500 since 
1790. This county gave up land 
Bryan, and 
Chatham. 

Liberty County was settled in 
1752 at Midway. This county 
included parts of St. John’s, St. 
Andrew’s, and St. James parish- 
es before it was created 
February 5, 1777. In early 
Liberty County there were the 
rice planters. whose religion was 
mostly Congregationists. Then, 
there was the stock raiser whose 
life was very plain, and much 
poorer than the rice planter. The 
religion was Congregationists. 


The early history of Glynn | 
County was Fort Frederica. | 


Frederica was settled by a group 
brought over by Oglethorpe on 
his second trip to Georgia. By 
the time of the Revolution, 


Frederica was a dead town. | 


Glynn County was earlier parts 
of the Parish of St. David and 
the Parish of St. Patrick. 

In upper Georgia, Richmond 
County was an early county. 
Fort Moore was located on the 


South Carolina side of the 
Savannah River, near Hamburg, 
South Carolina. Oglethorpe 
built Fort Augusta on the other 
side of the Savannah. It was so 
named in honor of Princess 
Augusta. This area during the 
colonial period was located in 
St. Paul’s Parish which included 
Columbia County and parts of 
McDuffie, Warren, and 
Jefferson counties. Richmond 


County came into existence | 


February 5, 1777. A place 


called Bedford was north of 


what became known as 
Augusta. A lot of people who 


_ located in this area were from 


Bedford in Virginia. Mt. Enon 


was in the southern part of the | 


county. It was at this place that 
the first Baptist High School, 
Mt. Enon, in Georgia was locat- 
ed. Later it became known as 
Hephzibah. 

Burke County during the 
colonial period was in St. 
George Parish. It also included 
some of Screven and Jefferson 
Counties. The Savannah River 


was the east boundary of Burke, | 


and the Ogeechee River was the 
western boundary. Briar Creek 
traversed the whole county. 
Galphin on the Ogeechee was 
located here. By 1760 
Presbyterians has organized a 
church at Briar Creek, and one 
at Old Church, and Walnut

It is said that the first settlers 
lived on creeks or near rivers. 
They could write when this area 
was settled, but not so twenty 
years later.

people from Indians. The early 
militia districts were Armour, 


Browning, Taylor, Beard, and’ 


Melton. The religion was 
Presbyterian, Methodists, and 
Baptists. There were early 
Baptist churches at Scull 
Shoals, and Bairdstown. The 
Methodists were at Little 
Brettan, Bush’s, and Camp 
Good Hastings. Many descend- 
ants of these people went to 
Jasper, Morgan, and Jones 
counties. It also took additional 
area from Oglethorpe in 1799. 
Hancock County was made 
from Greene and Washington in 
‘1793. The Oconee River was 
the western boundary, and the 
eastern boundary was the 
Ogeechee River. The first set- 
tlers were from Jefferson, 
Burke, and Columbia counties. 
Earlier they had been from 
Tidewater Virginia and North 
Carolina. In Hancock County 
the people settled in the 
northern and eastern parts of the 
county as well as along the 
Shoulderbone Creek and 


Ogeechee River. Tobacco was 
the staple in Greene and | 
Hancock counties until 1800, 
then it was replaced by cotton. 








Jefferson County came into 
existence February 20, 1796. It 
was cut from Burke and Warren 
counties. This area already had 
a history. George Galphin had a 
trading post at Ogeechee Town. 
Gaphinton was 10 miles south 
of Louisville on the Ogeechee. 
During the Royal period an 
Irish colony was settled near 
Louisville. So, the Scot-Irish 
Presbyterians were strong in 
Jefferson County. They were 
organized into kirks which met 
in private homes. 

Columbia County = on 
December 10, 1790 was cut 
from upper and western 
Richmond County. It later gave 
up land to McDuffie and 
Warren counties in December 
1793. Not only it occupied by 
many Quakers from North 
Carolina but also many 
Virginians and Marylanders. 

Elbert County came into 
existence December 10, 1790 
from Wilkes, Hart, and Madison 
counties. 

McIntosh appeared December 
19, 1793. It was taken from 
Liberty County, but originally 
settled by people from 
Scotland. It later had many 


stock raisers located there, and 
then rice planters near the coast. 

Screven County was made 
from Burke and _ Effingham 
counties. It came into existence 
December 14, 1793. It also had 
many from North Carolina and 
Virginia. 

Oglethorpe County was cut 
from Wilkes County on 
December 19, 1793. Then 
December 25, 1794 a portion 
was added to Oglethorpe from 
Greene County. 

Bulloch County was created 
February 8, 1796. 

Warren County came into 
being December 19, 1793, from 
Columbia, Washington, and 
Wilkes Counties. There were 
many Virginians in this county, 
Some moved there as a body. 
The Methodist religion was 
very important in this county. 

Bryan County came from 
Chatham County, December 19, 
17.93% 

Montgomery County was 
created December 19, 1793. 
Many of these people were 
from the Highlands of Scotland 
who settled in North Carolina 
first. Presbyterianism, Method-

Looking for a ship name? 

If the person whose ship you 
are looking for became 
naturalized, then you should be 
able to find the name of the 
ship from that  person’s 
naturalization papers. 
(Remember, women became 
naturalized citizens with their 
husbands prior to 1923). 

If - your ancestor was 
naturalized prior to 1906, you 
may have to search several 
places before you find 
naturalization papers. Before 
that date, a person could apply 
to a local, state or federal 
district to become naturalized. 
Contact the local courts, state 
courts and federal district 
courts in the area where your 
ancestor lived. In some cases, 


the court will still have the 
records, in others, the records 
may have been transferred to a 
local . library or archive. 
Federal District Court Records 
may have been transferred to 
the National Archives. 

After September 27, 1906, 
copies of naturalization papers 
were sent to the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service 
(INS) in Washington, DC. If 
your ancestor was naturalized 
after this date, you can write to 
INS, 425 Eye Street, NW, 
Washington, DC 20536.

St. Andrews Presbyterian 
. College 
Honors two at awards 
banquet 

Two individuals, one a pioneer in 
Highland dance, the other a founder 
of a Scottish genealogical journal, 
were recognized at an annual ban- 
quet held at St. Andrews 
Presbyterian College in Laurinburg, 
North Carolina. Anne Burgin 
Andrews and Lt. Col. Victor E. 
Clark, Jr., received awards for their 
significant contributions to the 
preservations of Scottish culture 
during the Seventh Annual Scottish 
Heritage Awards Banquet. 

Andrews received the Flora 
MacDonald Award, given annually 
to a woman of Scottish descent 
who has made an outstanding con- 
tribution to the human community 
in the area of arts and literature. In 
the past, women also have received 
the award based on their contribu- 
tions in education, religion, public 
affairs, business and economics or 
scientific or medical research. 

A pioneer in improving the level 


of Highland dance in the United 


States, Andrews has built a reputa- 
tion as one of the top instructors, 
judges and organizers of Highland 
dance competitions. She has 
trained some of the top competitive 
dancers throughout the United 
States, Canada and Scotland. She 
received her formal dance training 
with the Royal Academy of Ballet 
and the British Association of 
Dance. Andrews now runs a school 
of Highland dance in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. 

Clark received the Scottish 
Heritage Center Service Award, 
given annually to a person who has 
made outstanding contributions to 
the preservation and perpetuation 
of Scottish heritage, culture and 
traditions. 

Clark, a resident of Rochester, 
Minnesota, founded the Argyll 
Colony Plus in 1986 following a 
colorful and lengthy military 
The publication is a pre- 
miere genealogical and historical 


journal for the descendants of 


Scottish settlers in North Carolina. 
In 1992, he became the moving 
force behind the foundation of the 
North Carolina Scottish Heritage 
Society, a nonprofit organization 
which promotes the study, research 
and publication of materials con- 
cerning the history and ancestry of 
North Carolina’s Scottish settlers.

: Ticonderoga 

Clan MacLachlan will be partici- 
pating in the dedication of a 
Memorial Cairn being built to 
honor the members of the 42nd 
Highland Regiment, The Black 
Watch, who took part in the Battle 
of Carillon, more commonly known 
as Ticonderoga, during the French 
and Indian War in July, 1758. The 
dedication will be held July Sth at 
Fort Ticonderoga in upstate New 
York. The Black Watch, an active 
duty Regiment from the UK, will be 
staging a Military Tattoo at the Fort 
on both Saturday and Sunday eve- 
nings.

Farquhar MacRae to judge 1997 GFMHG 


Scots Fiddle Competitions 


The judge for the 1997 Scots Fiddle Competitions is a well known Scottish 
Highlander who is recognized as one of the foremost Scots fiddlers of the day. 
Farquhar MacRae has not only judged at every major fiddle competition in 
Scotland and Ireland, but he is almost a “national institution” as a performer. 
For more than 30 years he has played on BBC-tv and radio and has taken the 
unique style of Scottish fiddling to nearly every country on the European 
continent. 

Farquhar (pronounced “FARK-er”) first began playing traditional music -- 
Highland Reels, Strathspeys, Jigs and Slow Airs -- at the tender age of 9. His 
two older brothers, Dugald and Donald MacRae, and a sister Peggy, formed a 
dance band; and Farquhar joined them at age 12. Scottish fiddling enthusiasts 
rank him alongside another artist with whom Farquhar once performed -- the 
late, legendary Hector McAndrew, who taught Scottish fiddling to the violin 
virtuoso, Yehudi Menuhin. 

Farquhar MacRae was born in a Gaelic speaking area of the West Highlands, 
just off the fabled “Road to the Isles.” The family farm was at Roshven, 
Inverness-Shire, on the south side of Loch Ailort, 3 miles from Inver-ailort. 
The area was used for background scenes in the Burt Lancester movie, Local 
Hero. He now lives beside the Caledonian Canal at “Comus-na-ha,” Corpach, 
in the Cameron Country west of Fort William. Farquhar and his wife, Hetty, 
have two sons, Farquhar and Alasdair, and one daughter, Helen. Alasdair is a 
champion sheep dog handler and now lives at Shipman, Virginia. He will be

A competition in the singing of 
Gaelic songs - called a “Mod” will 
be held at the 1997 Grandfather 
Mountain Highland Games set for 
July 10-13 at Linville, North 
Carolina. 

The co-founder of the Games at 
Grandfather, Donald F. 
MacDonald, said from his home in 
Edinburgh that the first North 
Carolina Provincial Mod will be 
open to soloists who will sing a 
Gaelic song of their own choice. 
There will be three prizes, includ- 
ing a commemorative “quaich” - a 
Scottish word which is taken from 


an earlier Gaelic word for “cup,” 
spelled cuach. 

Gaelic, the language of our 
Highland ancestors, is currently 
undergoing a resurgence of inter- 
est in Scotland, Canada and the 
USA. It was spoken by immi- 
grants ot North Carolina and their 
descendants in areas such as the 
Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi until the first decade 
of this century. Sermons were 
preached in the old tongue in 
Presbyterian churches up until the 
early 1900s. Today, however, only 
a handful of Carolinians still speak 
or understand the language. 

MacDonald said that the Mod 
will begin at 3 PM on Saturday, 
July 12, in the Gaelic Ceilidh Tent, 
situated on MacRae Meadows 
near the Cairn of the Clans.

Military pension records can provide information 


The first US Military Pen- 
sion Law was passed in 1792. 
It provided aid to disabled vet- 
erans who had served in the 
Revolutionary War. Later pen- 
sions were extended to anyone 
who had served. In 1818, a 
veteran had to prove actual 
need; in 1820, a veteran had to 
prove need and submit a sche- 
dule of his estate, perhaps a 
copy of a deed showing that he 
had disposed of all of property. 





All veterans were granted pen- 
sions after 1828. 


The 1836 Widow’s Act pro- 
vided that the widow of a Re- 
volutionary War veteran could 


- claim his pension. The widow 


had to prove relationship and 
establish that they had been 
married before the war ended. 

After 1854 widows were eligi- 
ble for a pension regardless of 
the date of the marriage. Many

The British Library Newspaper Library 


In the British Library (Colin- 
dale Ave., London NW9 SHE) 
there is a wonderful collection 
of newspapers from around the 
world. This library has been 
accumulating these newspap- 


_ ers since the original News- 


paper Library was destroyed in 
the 1940 Nazi bombing of Lon- 
don and some 10,000 volumes 
of English and Irish newspap- 
ers were lost. 


Since then the library has - 


opened a microfilming unit so 
many of the papers in their col- 


lection are now either on 
microfilm or can be viewed in 
bound volumes. Now there are 
about 600,000 bound volumes 
and almost 300,000 reels of 
microfilm. 

The British collection at the 
library is comprehensive from 
the 1840s onward. Since 1869, 
Irish and British newspapers 
have been received through 
legal deposit. Legal deposit 
means that publishers HAD to 
send one copy of each of their 
publications to the Library.

Whenever I make a public 
speaking presentation, the 
question frequently is asked, 
“Ts Italian genealogy different 
than genealogy in general?” 
My response is always 
affirmative. 

There are many unique as- 
pects to Italian genealogy that 
set it apart from the pursuit of 
other ethnic ancestry. I shall 
highlight some of the most sig- 
nificant differences which are 
factors in the tracing of one’s 
Italian roots. Some are good 
differences, a few are bad dif- 
ferences and there’s even an 
ugly one or two. 

Italy is known for its’s 
marvelous recordkeeping 
through the centuries, particu- 
larly church records. The 
clergy have been responsible 
and methodical in their accu- 
racy and detail when recording 
the acts of baptism, marriage 
and death. However, this good 
report is countered by the ugly 
manner in which both church 
and civic ledgers have been 
maintained. Due to a combina- 
tion of intentional and circum- 
stantial mishandling, Italy’s 
vital records are presently at 
risk. 





Genealogy Books on 


Another factor related to the 
preceding is the poor record of 
response to Italian Americans 
who request genealogical data. 
Either due to a lack of appreci- 
ation for genealogy of a “don’t 
Care attitude,” many genealo- 
gists have had a negative ex- 
perience with Italian civil and 
church archivists. Because the 
Italian “wave” of emigration 
was the last major European 
ethnic group to sail the Atlan- 
tic, the five million or so immi- 
grants established both good 
and bad patterns for their de- 
scendants to follow. 

One of the good patterns was 
ninety percent of all Italian ar- 
rived at the port of New York. 
This one factor alone is a plus 
for those tracing their ances- 
tors. The other side of the coin 
complicates the picture. Many 
of their surnames were inad- 


‘vertently misspelled. This can 


be a nightmare for the re- 
searcher. In addition, the Ita- 


‘lian were the most unsettled 


ethnic group of all the Euro- 
peans, traversing the Atlantic 
back and forth several times, 
uncertain as to where they 
wished to remain, Italy or 
America. They were also the

All of this can cause the ge- 
nealogist fits trying to follow 
the footsteps of their immigrant 
ancestors. The good side is 
there is much to trace. The bad 
side is the more paths to fol- 
low, the harder it is to locate 
amid the maze of passenger ar- 
rival lists and census reports.

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Jefferson Davis was of 

, Welsh heritage 

The Welsh heritage of the 
Confederate Commander in Chief, 
Jefferson Davis, goes back to early 
18th century emigration. Evan 
Davis, born about 1695, moved 
from Wales to Philadelphia. He 
was a dray men and later ran an 
inn. He could neither read nor 
write. He married a woman 
named Mary and by her, fathered 
six children. His youngest son, 


Evan, was born in Philadelphia in 
the mid 1720s. 

Evan lived only to his mid 30s. 
At 21, he moved to . South 
Carolina. He was part of a group 
known as Welsh-stock Baptists 
that settled the area of the Pee Dee 
River, where the modern town of 
Society Hill is located. There he 
married a widow, Mary Emory 
Williams. They moved on to 
Georgia where Evan’s only son, 
Samuel, was born in the Georgia 
wilderness ca 1756, just before 
Evan’s death. 

Samuel served as an officer in 
the American Revolution, raising a 
company of men and fighting at 
Savannah in 1779. Unknown to 
Samuel, he was entitled to a share 
in the estate of his grandfather, 
Evan, But orphaned in infancy, it 
is very likely that the Davis family 
in Pennsylvania knew nothing of 
him and the inheritance went 
unclaimed. Samuel Davis was a 
literate and well-educated man for 
his day, as was his wife, Jane 
Cook. ; 

Samuel’s son, Jefferson, was 
born in Kentucky June 3, 1808, his 
fifth son and tenth child after 23 
years of marriage. Jefferson 
Davis’ mother was 47 and sick, 
and his father in his early 50s at 
that time. Davis’ middle name 
was “Finis” which gives you some 
idea of how they felt about the 
new baby. 

Jefferson Davis’ second wife 
was Varina Howell. Her grandfa- 
ther, Richard Howell, came from 
Delaware, had served in the 
American Revolution as a major 
and later served eight terms as 
governor of New Jersey. Varina 
knew that Davis was not a church 
member, but that his father, was a 
Baptist. Later in life, Davis was 
baptized ‘into the Episcopalian 
faith of his wife.

A child who was referred to 
as “merrybegot” was an illegi- 
timate child. 

A “scavenger” meant the of- 
ficial responsible for keeping 


the streets clean. He had “rak- 
ers” who worked for him who 
went around doing the actual 
work of clearing the night-soil 
and rubbish put out by 
householders. 

A “heling” was a bed cover- 
let mentioned in probate 
inventories. 

If your ancestors had “pan- 
nage” they had the right to feed 
pigs in the woods of a manor. 

“Messuage” meant a dwell- 
ing house with the ground ar- 
ound it and any buildings. 


A pricket was stolen from a 
parochyn when he was hamso- 
kened just before he died of pu- 
trid fever can be translated to: 
A candlestick stolen from a 
parishoner when he was as- 
saulted in his own house just 
before he died from typhus or 
smallpox.

A recent issue of Archaeology describes how DNA 
(deoxyribonucleic acid) is being used to determine the genealogy of 
Egypt’s Pharoahs and Queens from the New Kingdom era (1570- 
1070 BC). Although many royal mummies from this period have 
been identified, the identifications cannot be trusted. Most tombs 
were robbed and the mummies torn apart by tomb robbers to retrieve 
the jewels put in the wrappings. Later on, priests rewrapped the 
desecrated mummies and reinterred them together in one tomb. But 
it is quite possible that the priests could have misidentified mummies 
as they rewrapped them. It is known that some mummies that could 
be identified by their wrappings were found in coffins inscribed with 
the names of others. And, some mummies have not been identified at 
all. 

Scott Woodward, ann associate professor of microbiology at 
Brigham Young University, is working with Nasry Iskander, chief 


curator of the royal mummies at the Egyptian Museum in Cairo, to ~ 


analyze DNA from the mummified remains of the pharoahs and 
queens They are using DNA analyses to test certain hypotheses 
about the lineage of specific rulers. 

The attempt to compile a royal genealogical lineage in Egypt has a 


unique dimension in that royal brothers and sisters, and even fathers 


and daughters, intermarried. The resulting relationships reminds one 
of the old hillbilly song, / Am My Own Grandpa. For example, here 
are some of the hypotheses being tested. 
*(a) Tutankamun (of King Tut fame) was possibly the son of 
Amenhotep III and Sitamun. Since Sitamun was also the daughter of 
Amenhotep III, she would have been both the mother and half sister 
of Tutankhamun, while Amenhotep III would have been both the 
father and grandfather of Tutankhamun.

(b) Ahmose Nefetari was both the maternal grandmother and the 
paternal great-grandmother of Tuthmosis II. (It is perplexing to think 
through how a could have been both a maternal grandmother and a 
paternal great grandmother to the same person that I haven’t figured 
that out yet.) 

(c) Seqenere Tao II married his full sister Ahhotep. Two of their 
children -Ahmose I and Sitkamose -- married, thus making two 
generations of full brother-sister mating. Such mating would result 
in each of them sharing the exact same mtDNA line, which cannot 
happen in routine situations where there is no inbreeding. 

Is everything clear? With memories of how laborious the DNA 
presentations were at the recent OJ trial, can you imagine what it 
would be like to have to explain these royal genealogical lines based 
on the DNA evidence obtained from that research? Frankly, I 
thoroughly enjoyed reading the article, because I realized that 
nothing could happen in my own personal genealogical research that 
could ever be this confusing. From now on, it will be a pleasure to 
deal with first cousins who marry.

them as merely clues which may 
be proven.

scenic wonders. The National 
Trust for Scotland protects 
these open spaces for all time 
so that they will always be 
there to fill us with awe and 
wonder. 

And then there are the gar- 
dens. From the very formal to 
country gardens, from those at- 
tached to grand estates to city 
gardens, the Trust cares for 
more than 30 of Scotland’s fin- 
est. Each has its own personal- 
ity, each is a masterpiece and 
each owes its existence in this 
day and age to The National 
Trust for Scotland’s dedicated 
gardeners, many of whom have 
been trained as its School of 
Horticulture at Threave in 
Castle Douglas. 

And that is where Scottish 
Heritage USA comes in.
